BENEVOLENÜE. 

Let no one indulgc the vainimnginalion 
that a just, and genemus, and compàs- 
sionate conduct to-wanls his fellow-crea- 
tures, cunslitutes the whole of his duty, 
ami will compensate for the h'reach of 
every other Christian virlue. 

This is a most fatal delusion ; and yet 
in the present times, a very common one. 
IScnevolenre is the favorite, the fashion- 
able virtue of ihe age ; it is universally 
cried up by infidels and libertines as the 
first and only duty to man : and even 
many who pretend to the naine of Chris- 
tianity are tou apt to rest unon it as the 
most essenüal part of their religion, and 
the chief basis of their title lo the tewards 
of the gospd. But the gospel prescribes 
to us several QjJicr du ties which require 
from us the same atleution as those we 
owe to our ueighbor ; ami if we fail in any 
of them, we cau have no hopc of sharing 
in the benelits procured for us by the sac- 
rilice of oar Redeemer. What tiien God 
and nature, as wcil as Christ and his apos- 
lles, have joim-d tugeiher, let noniandaie 
to put asuntter. Let no one fla ; ter himself 
with obtaining the rewards, oreveneseap- 
ing the punistunents, of the gospd, by 
performing only one l<ranth of his dniy ; 
nor let him ever suppose that under the 
shelter of benevolence, he can eíther, on 
the une hand, evade the first and great 
command, the love of his Maker; nr on 
the other liand, that he can serurely in- 
dulge his favorite passion«- — can rom- 
ponnd, as it were, with God, for his sen- 
suality by arts of generosily, and pur- 
chase by his weallh a general license to 
sin. This may be very gorni pagan mor- 
alitv, may be very good modern philos- 
ophy, but it is not Christian godliness. — 
Bishop Porteus.
